BUILDERS REQUIRED TO

KEEP MANHOLES CLEAR

Additional Authority Given
Inspector of Buildings

Made Necessary by Complaints That
Conduit Openings Are Often

Obstructed

The District Commissioners recently
received a request from the United
States Electric and Potomac Electric
Power Compan requesting that in the
future permits for the occupation of
streets for building material should con-

tain
¬

a provision that manholes be kept
clear from obstructions It appears that
certain contractors who have been
given permission to store building ma-

terial
¬

In the streets have covered the
manholes so that It was Impossible for
the compan to gain access thereto for
a considerable time

The request was referred to the In-

spector

of Buildings who has submit ¬

ted the following statement relative to
the rights of builders under the regula-
tions

Special Permits Issued
The present regulations governing

the depositing of building materials on
the streets are more stringent than for¬

merly and in consequence It has been
found necessary In nearl every in-

stance

where a building of more than
average size is constructed to issue a
special permit b direction of the Com-

missioners

space over and above the allowance
lnide by the building regulations

The space allowed Is In proportion to
the frontage of the building and the
width of the street and the time con
sumed for occupancy of public space
varies from three months to a year av ¬

eraging not morn than six months In
each case

Complaint a New One

This Is the first intimation I have
received that any difficulty Is experi
enced in rcacUng the manholes for re
pairs In case of accident as heretofore
rpon notice through the engineer of the
lighting company to this office stating
when rejiairs would be made the build
ers have pronptl compiled with direc-
tions

to remove materials or temporary
nal s and I have every reason to be
lleve that the discretion vested in the
Inspector of Buildings in directing the
disposition of such materials will enable
him to cause the manholes to be ex
posed long enough to permit any neccs
sarv repairs to conduits etc For the
reasons above stated I am of tbe opin
ion that it would be Impracticable to
formulate a rule which would not work
a greater hardship on the builders by
requiring them to avoid the manholes
In the conduits at I1 times when an
occasion may not arise more than once
during the construction of a building
demanding access to tbe conduit

Fire Hydrants Left Clear

materials not nearer than two feet to
a tree and not nearer than seven feet
to a fire bdrant and I have not known
of a case where the Electric Lighting
Company has applied that the builder
